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Lightning  caused  $10,000  dam- 
age to  a house  and  disrupted 
Saxonburg  water  service  early 
today  as  heavy  thunderstorms 
ripped  the  A-K  district. 

According  to  the  y.  S.  Weath- 
er Station  at  Natrona  Lock  4. 
more  than  an  inch  of  rain  was 
dumped  on  the  district.  A few 
low-lying  areas  along  second 
arv  streams  were  flooded. 

High  winds  accompanied  the 
rain. 

The  bolt  struck  the  house  oc 
cupied  by  the  Rudolph  Gold- 
scheitter  family  in  Dinner  Bell 
Rd.  at  6:20  a.  m. 


It  was  sold  two  weeks  ago  to 
Joseph  Chika.  624  Roup  St..Ta- 
rentum.  by  the  Goldscheitters 
who  are  planning  to  move  to 
Florida. 

The  bolt  ripped  a hole  in  the 
side  of  the  lli-story  frame 
dwelling  and  dislodged  sections 
of  aluminum  siding.  Plaster 
was  knocked  down  throughout 
the  house  and  a door  leading  to 
the  second  floor  was  blasted 
off  its  hinges. 

Electrical  wiring  was  de 
stroyed. 

Mr.  Goldscheitter  was 
blasted  out  of  bed  but  was 


not  injured.  He  ran  bare-foot- 
ed to  the  Saxonburg  tele- 
phone exchange  to  summon 
firemen. 

Also  at  home  were  his  wife 
and  their  19-year-old  son,  Ru- 
dolph Jr. 

Mrs.  Goldscheitter,  in  the  liv- 
ing room  at  the  time,  was  unin- 
jured. Young  Goldscheitter  suf- 
fered slight  burns  on  the  hand 
when  he  pulled  a “hot”  electric 
wire  from  an  upstairs  socket. 

Damage  was  estimated  by 
firemen. 

However,  it  was  indicated  the 


house  may  have  to  be  rebuilt 
since  rafters  and  joists  were 
knocked  out  of  kilter. 

Borough  employes  today 
worked  to  restore  water  serv- 
ice for  about  15  consumers  in 
Main  street,  two  blocks  away 
from  the  wrecked  house. 

Water  was  shut  off  after  a 
leak  was  discovered  in  a later- 
al line  leading  to  the  house 
following  the  blast. 

The  electrical  storm  was  the 
second  to  batter  the  district  in 
48  hours.  The  first  occurred 
early  Monday  morning.
